Claims 1, 2, 3, 5, 6 are are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 

by Pfizenmayer et al. 

Pfizenmayer et al in figure 2 shows a first semiconductor chip 29 consisting of a passive 
component (i.e. capacitor.) Figure 1 shows chips 15 ans 6 interconnected with each other through 
said passive component. 

Claims 8, 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Weinberg 
Weinberg shows in figure 1 a plurality of chips and figure 3 shows wires 50 having a 
passive component function ( i.e. resistor) connecting said chips via leads 54. 
Claims 1, 2, 3, 5, 6, 8 and 1 1 are rejected. 

Claims 4, 7, 9, 10, are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 12-22 are considered allowable over the prior art of record. 
McAuliffe et al, Lapham Jr. et al and Adishian are cited to show a plurality of chips 
formed with active and passive components.
